Findlay, O., Oct. 19.—The-Standard 


Oil company of Ohio was found guilty 
of maintaining a conspiracy in

straint of trade by the jury in Judge 
Barker's ceur-t at 4:30 a. m. Friday. 


All day Thursday the vote stood 10 


for. coiiviction and two for acquittal. 
The jury brought in a report for dis- 
agreement ahout 2:30 n. m. Thursday. 
.Judge Barker sent the jury back im- 
mediately to consider the case fur- 
ther. 
"Forty-eight hours is not too 


long to give a ease as important as 
this", he said. 


The jury retired, and one of the dis- 


senters repented and voted with the 
10 for conviction. 
Foi- hours a lono 


jufbr hung out for acquittal. At 2 
p. in. Friday the jury room was very 
qiiiet, and it-WHS evident that mosi 
of the jurors were asleep. The las' 
juror finally wore out and consented 
to vote for the conviction of the-big; 
trust'. Attorney James A. Troup. for 
the Standard, who was-present when 
thp.; jury reported, announced that 'i 
motion for. a new trial wou'd be en- 
tered soon. Prosecutor 
David, who 


was'present also, said nothing. 
The 


motion will he argued soon, and no 
sentence will be passed until tha mo- 
tion is decided upon. A fine of $50 to 
$5.0(JO may be Imposed./The'test ot 
the jury's report, was as follows: 


""We, the jury in this case, find the 


defendant guilty in the manner and 
form charged in the information."

Washington, Oct. 19.—The first in- 


formation of the conviction

morning through the

Press association. Although the high- 
er officials and special r.gents of the 
department who have been identified 
with the investigation could not con- 
ceal thQ gratification they felt over the 
result they declined to express any 
^opinion for publication.

til it had carefully reviewed the testi- 
mony".

She alleges one of the 
keepers at one time made the remark 
that her father would not live long. 
Sheppard suffered from insomnia and 
the efforts required of the keepers to 
make him remain in bed at night, bis 
relatives assert, made him such a bur- 
den tha-f the attendants wanted to get 
rid 01 him.
